No. 12571, under an oral stipulation that a decision of 
this Court sustaining the constitutionality of said 
statute will dispose of the appeal in these thirty-two 
cases and result in an entry of judgment for the de- 
fendants in said cases. The issue is similarly involved 
in a large number of other cases defended by the 
United States on the basis of the constitutionality of 
the statute.
